rovides for expenditure of up to 
£96, 500, 000 for reclamation of 
strip-mined publicly owned lands, 

There is very little publicly 
owned land in Eastern Kentucky 
which has been strip-mined, 

F, Water Resource Survey -- 
provides up to $5,000, 000 for the 
Army Corps of Engineers to ag 
pare a comprehensive plan for de - 
velopment and utilization of wa- 
ter resources in the Appalachian 
region, The bill says the plan 
may recommend measures for 
flood control and generation of 
hydroelectric power, etc,, but 
specifically prohibits expenditure 
of funds to finance the cost of 
facilities for generation, trans- 
mission or distribution of elec - 
tricity. 

2, The bill provides for sup- 
plementation and modification 
of these existing programs: 

A, Vocational Education Facil- 
ities--authorizes $16, 000, 000 for 
grants to provide ccnstruction of 
vocational school facilities where 
they are not now available. 

B, Sewage Treatment Works-- 
authorizes $6, 000, 000 for grants 
for construction of sewage treat - 
ment facilities but does not auth- 
orize any funds for construction of 
water systems or sewer systems, 
badly needed in many Appalach- 
ian towns, 

C, Amendmenis to Housing Act 
of 1954--authorizes use of federal 
funds for planning housing for the 
Appalachian region. 

D, Supplements to Federal 
Grant-in-Aid Programs -~-author - 
izes expenditure of $90,000, 000 
for use by local communities in 
meeting matching requirements 
federal programs for which they 
are elig ble but cannot supply — 
the matching money necessary, 
In no event may the federal 
share exceed 80 per cent, 

The act requires each state to 
keep its expenditures in the af- 
fected area up to previous levels, 

No program may be undertaken 
in any state without consdnt of 
the state. 

The bill makes available a to- 
tal of $5,500, 000 to pay admin- 
istrative expenses of local devel- 
opment districts but no grant may 
exceed 75 per cent of the tota} — 
expenses, Local contributions 
may be in cash or in kind, 

Only states, their political sub- 
divisions or local development 
districts may apply for projects 
under the Appalachian Develop- 
ment Act, Each application 
must be made through the state 
member of the commission, and 
he shall evaluate it for approval. 
It must have his approval before 
it is approved by the commission,

Two precincts ask 
changes in districts 


A group of voters in the Dry Fork 
and Kingdom Come precincts ol 
Letcher County has asked Letcher 
County Court to order that the 
two precincts be moved from 
Magisterial District No, 1 to 
Magisterial District No, 3, 

County Judge James M, Cau- 
dill has named three commis- 
sioners to look into the situation 
and report to him by March 20, 

The three are Bryant Dixon, 
Trov Stamper and James Wright, 
Each lives in a different magis- 
terial district, 

After the commissioners make 
their report Caudill will hold a 
public hearing on their recom- 
mendations, 

The petitioners said the change 
would make a magistrate more 
readily available to residents ol 
the two precincts and would pro- 
vide a more equal distribution of 
population represented by each 
of the county's three nugistrates,
